Although May is the worst month for fires in Crawford 
County, April usually signals the start of the forcst fire 
season. 

Last year more than 8,000 wildfires bumed 13,600 
acres in Michigan, Eighty percent of those fires were 
caused by human carelessness, with backyard debris 
burning of trash, brush, and Icaves the number one cause. 
The fires cost more than $3,25 million to suppress. 

The Grayling DNR field office is issuing permits for 
burning brush and leaves. (Call 348-6371.) Building 
materials, (eated lumber, and other trash can not be 
burned and must be disposed at a landfill.

Census Workers 
Ahead of Schedule 


Crawford County census workers reached the city of 
Grayling during the week of April 9 and are currently 
picking up forms inthe city. Work in the rural areas of the 
county went faster than expected, said Art Thayer, who's 
in charge of census workers from Crawford County. 

Thayer reminded residents not to talk to anyone with- 
oul proper census identification. He also said it’s impor- 
tant for residents to call to set up at appointment if a 
census worker leaves 4 note on your door. Residents 
should hang onto their census form until a worker comes 
to pick itup. Ifno onc has contacted you by May Ist, you 
can call the Grayling city office for help. 
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Camp Grayling has been supporting military and private 
Research and Development (R&D) projects at its facility for 
more than five years and estimates that the projects have 
brought $16,548,800 to northern Michigan’s economy. 

The Michigan Department of Military Affairs (MDMA) 
stated that by supporting these various test programs, it has 
been able to contribute to Michigan’s economy by bringing 
out-of-state dollars to Michigan and by helping to keep Michi- 
gan dollars at home.

The exact economic impact of these projects to the local 
economy has not been documented. However, because the 
military does not furnish food or shelter to cither the Depart- 
ment of Defense or private industry, itestimates thateach R&D 
employce spends about $100 per day for these and other mis- 
cellaneous expenses while in the Grayling area. 

Materials or supplies needed by R&D contractors are not 
supplied by the Camp either, so items such as lumber, petro- 
leum products, gravel and office supplies are usually pur- 
chased from area businesses. Security needs, in most cases, are 
provided by retired military personnel living in the arca. 
According to the MDMA, these purchases of goods and 
services all help the local economy. 

The MDMA said even though most of the salaries paid to 
R&D personnel probably leave the areca with the departing 
workers, these projects have still brought more than $16.5 
million to northern Michigan. 

During the February 8th “Project Chicken Little” press 
conference, LTC Tim Everctt said there are several factors that 
are considered before any R&D projects are approved by 
Camp Grayling. The two primary factors involve the project’s 
environmental impact and its impact on the Camp’s training 
schedule, 

“There are a number of other factors that are also consid- 
ered,” he stated, “‘but if the R&D does not meet the first two, 
they are automatically eliminated.” 


Military Research Projects Bring In Millions 


MAJ Jerold Foehi, Public Affairs Officer, said training at 
Camp Grayling takes precedence over al! R&D projects. 

The following is a summary of R&D projects conducted at 
Camp Grayling since 1984. The information was taken from 
a MDMA report. 

1984 

Project Snow Two/Smoke VI was conducted by the U.S. 
Army in January and February. The U.S. Army cold regions 
laboratory conducted tests to determine the effects of snow on 
military research and development projects. The project was 
unclassified and utilized Range 7 (a rifle range) and scvcral 
buildings at Camp Grayling. 

The estimated economic impact for the project was $400,000. 
The project involved 135 personnel for four weeks (including 
26 personnel from the area.) The economic impact to the area 
was figured at $100 per day for food, lodging and expenses per 
employee and $22,000 for materials. It was the first ina scrics 
of tests. 

1986 

Project T-54 Tank Test was conducted by the Teledyne Cor- 
poration during Apiil and May. The project was unclassified 
and involved the testing of Teledyne’s improved T-54 tank 
under contract with Egypt and with concurrence of the State 
Department. Testing took place on Range 37, located within 
the fenced area.

4 Traffic Safety Program Targets 


I-75, M-72, and M-93 Highways

The Crawford County Sheriff Department will be part of a 
program that is designed to significantly reduce accident and 
fatalities along the I-75 corridor. The program is called 
Interstate 75 ALIVE and it will nin from April 6 through 
September 30, 1990. 

1-75 ALIVE began tast year in the Flint-Saginaw corridor 
and expanded this year to include the entire length of I-75 from 
Naples, Florida to Sault Ste. Marie, Michigan. In Crawford 
County, state trunklines from M-72 West to McIntyre Land- 
ing, M-72 East to Staley Lake, and M-93 to Hartwick Pines and 


| to Camp Grayling will be included in the I-75 ALIVE program, 


1-75 ALIVE is a cooperative traffic policing program 
combining the cfforts of statc, county, city and township police 
agencics along the 1-75 corridor. The program is committed to 
the National Campaign of obtaining 70% safety belt usage by 
1992 with the use of child restraints also increased. The 
program is designed to reduce speeds, remove the drunk and 
drugecd drivers, remove drug traffickers and enforce the truck 


safety laws. 

Approximately 25,000 hours of additional law enforcement 
will occur on I-75. However, as Tom Hendrickson of the 
Michigan Association of Chiefs of Police concurs, “The extra 
patrol spent can save lives.” 

Law enforcement officers will utilize air speed timing, radar 
equipped vehicles, semi and unmarked vehicles and vascar 
equipped vehicles to enforce the speed and safety laws along 
1-75. 

Federal funds in excess of $250,000 has been committed to 
the 1-75 ALIVE program. It is funded through the Michigan 
Office of Highway Safety Planning and United States Depart- 
ment of Transportation/National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, 

Motorists will benefit from the I-75 ALIVE program in that 
it will provide safe and worry-free travel along 1-75. Sale 
driving habits will also be encouraged as, “we will sce that both 
trucks and cars observe the spéed limits and safety belt law.” 
says Col. Richard T, Davis.

lottery persist 


A LOT OF PEOPLE have a lot of questions about the 
state lottery, and whether it is mecting the goals for which 
it was designed, namely, to help education. 

Consider, for exampic, the following editorial com- 
nicnts, appearing recently in a large-circulation newspa- 
per:

Taxpayers wonder how public schools and 
colleges can be running short of funds again when the 
lottcry is producing miltions of dollars... .” 

“... Many citizens .. . incorrectly believe that the 
lottery is solving all our educational needs. Itis not, The 
lottery’s contributions may sound like a lot, but in reality 
it’s not enough to keep the state’s schools going for only 
afew days. In some counties, the lottery furnishes less 
than five percent of the school's total funding.”

There is no earnings limit for 
people age 70 and over, And, 
for the first year a person stops 
work, a special monthly limit 
rule allows them to receive 
bencfits for the months of 
nonwork, without being pe- 
nalized for their earnings for 
months before retiring. 


Anyone who is not certain 
whether heor she must file the 
annual report, should contact 
Social Security. If a report is 
required, and is not filed by 
April 16, a penalty may be 
charged. 

Filing a Federal income tax 
return does not take the place 
of filing an annual report with 
Social Security. And remem- 
ber, the report is due if you 
earned over the exempt 
amount, even if you previ- 
ously told Social Security you 
expected to cam that amount. 

If you expect to earn over

But the legislature making the laws for the nation's 
fourth largest state — larger than Michigan — is a pan- 
time Icgislature. 

Of course, when the legistature is a full-time job, as it 
is in Michigan, and when the lawmakers meet year- 
around, as they do in Michigan, then the taxpayers can 
expect much better performance, can't they? 

Oh, sure they can... as the similarity in the Michigan 
and Florida handling of school financing and lottery 
proceeds scems to indicate, 

Which also goes to show, itscems, that whether theyre 
in session 60 days or 365 days each year, lawmakers can 
be pretty much alike around the country. 

Or so it seems from here.

Economic impact information was not available. 
1987 

Project “Have Sailor” was conducted by the U.S. Air Force 
during September and October. It was classified top secret and 
involved extensive overflights of several different types of jet 
aircraft for sensor testing purposes, 

Project “Have Saitor” utilized administration space at the 
main camp facility and several hundred acres in “Engineer 
Valley” located off Howe Road. Personnel inctuded 90 people 
from the Air Force and private contractors, and 30 local 
persons hired for security. 

The estimated economic impact was $365,000 (120 persons 
for four weeks @ $100 per day, plus $4,000 for equipment and 
$25,000 for materials.) 

During October, 1987, General Motors tested several 4- 
wheel drive trucks on various trails in the North Camp area. 
The project had no classification and was the first ina series of 
tests. 

The economic impact was estimated at $6,100 (12 persons 
for three days @ $100 per day, plus $2,500 for materials.) 

Cadiltac Gage demonstrated its V-150 (4X4 W/40 MM gun) 
and its V-300 (6X6 W/90 MM gun) to military delegations 
from Sudan and Venezucla in Apri!, 1987. The project was 
unclassified and took place on Range 41 and 42, east of Briggs 
Road in Maple Forest Township. 

The project was estimated to bring in $9,000 (18 persons for 
five days @ $100 per day.) Six local persons were employed 
during the project. 

Project “Global Path Planning” was conducted by KMS 
Fusion between August, 1987, and April, 1988. KMS Fusion 
of Ann Arbor conducted tests of its prototype Global Route 
Planner under contract with the Tank Automotive Command 
(TACOM) of Warren. KMS Fusion, in an attempt to replace 
manpower with robotics in wartime conditions, was testing to 
sce ifa computer program could be developed that could when 
confronted with a tactical problem, come up with the same 
solution that a military person would. These tests took place 
on several thousand acres of the Tank Range in Lovells 
Township. Economic impact: $9,800 (14 persons for one 
weck @ $100 per day and expenses.) 

1988 

During the winter of 1988, The U.S. A‘r Force tested its 
“Project Chicken Little’s” top-attack munitions (non-explo- 
sive) under winter conditions. The project was classified 
secret, and was the first in a series of tests. The testing occurred 
in the fenced portion of Range 37 off North Down River Road. 
The project also utilized the Old Target maintenance building, 

The estimated economic impact of this project was $4.8 
million. This included 357 persons for 19 weeks @ $100 per 
day, plus $50,000 for equipment costs and $75,000 for mate- 
rials, Fifty-seven local persons were hited for the project. 

Teledyne returned in September, 1988, to conduct test of its 
new 105MM Low-Recoil 105 MM gun from a M-60 tank 
chassis. The project was classified company sensitive and took 
place on Range 37, located north of North Down River Road 
and west of Stephans Bridge Road. 

The economic impact was estimated at $47,000 (30 persons 
fortwo weeks @ $100 per day, plus $5,000 for materials.) This 
project hired 10 local persons. 

General Dynamics conducted field tests of various block im- 
provements to the M1A1 tank during September and October. 
The tests took place on Range 37 and were classified as 
company sensitive. 

The economic impact on the area was estimated at $35,000 
(22 persons for two weeks @ $100 per day, plus $5,000 for 
materials.) Seven local persons were hired. This was the first 
in a series of tests on the M1A1} tank to be conducted at Camp 
Grayling. 

General Motors corkiuced a commercial truck test of several 
4-wheel drive trucks during October. The tests occurred on the 
same {rails as were used during its 1987 testing program. The 
tests were non-classified and brought about $6,400 to the area 
(13 persons for three days @ $100 per day, plus $2,500 for 
materials.)

The economic impact was estimated at $57,000 (25 persons 
for three weeks @ $100 per day, plus $5,000 for materials.) 
Ten local persons were hired for the project. 

1989 

Probably one of the most controversial R&D projects was 
the U.S, Army Missile Command’s LOS-F-H (FAADS) test- 
ing program. Concem regarding the laser range finder and the 
amount of state property being closed at the beginning of small 
game and the archery season sparked a controversy between 
local and state conservation groups and the military. 

The testing program began in September and ended before 
rifle deer season began in November. Testing took place in the 
fenced area of Range 37. The project was unclassified for 
sight, but data from test was classified secret. 

Economic impact for the arca was estimated at $879,000 
(140 persons for eight weeks @ $100 per day, plus $5,000 for 
equipment and $90,000 for materials.) Twenty local persons 
were hired for the project. 

General Motors returned for the third in a series of tests on 
several 4 wheel drive trucks for engine performance in April. 
Like the previous tests, these had no classification and took 
place in the North Camp area. 

Economic impact was estimated at $8,500 (15 persons for 
four days @ $100 per day, plus $5,000 for materials.) One 
local liaison officer was hired. 

General Dynamics returned in October through November 
to conduct “Stealth” upgradc tests on the MIAI tank under 
contract to the U.S. Army, TACOM. The tests took place on 
Range 33C and the southern part of Jones Lake Base Camp. It 
was Classified secret. 

Economic impact on the area was estimated at $134,000 (30 
persons for six weeks @ $100 per day, plus $8,000 for 
materials.) 

During August and October, 1989, and January, 1990, 
ERIM conducted imagery collection with a multi-spectral 
scanner exercises using aC V-7 aircraft, The project is unclas-. 
sified and took place in several hundred acres of “Engincer 
Valley” off Howe Road.

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A number of birds have re- 
turned from warmer climates, 
as youare aware of. The robins 
have been back for a month or 
so, while the bluebirds showed 
up in my yard only acouple of 
weeksago, Red winged black- 
birds, cowbirds, grackles and 
a multitude of sparrows and 
juncos fill the yard and its 
surroundings mt activity and 
sound, 

The barn swallows may be 
back, but I haven’t scen any. 
Since they feed primarily on 
insccts, it may be a bit early 
yct, but it won't be long be- 
fore we will again be dazzled 
by their aerial acrobatics. In 
their pursuit of insects, they 
dive, swoop and glide, While 


there may be several in an 
area they do not collide, even 
though they do appear tocome 
Close. 

At one time they nested in 
caves and crevices found on 
the faces of cliffs, but then 
man moved onto the scene 
with buildings the swallows 
were quick to utilize as nest- 
ing sites. Our agricultural 
methods and livestock assured 
the birds of an adequate sup- 
ply of insects and the mud 
with which to build their nests. 

We have been putting up 
houses for the bluebirds which 
has gone a long way toward 
increasing their numbers, so 
perhaps we should develop 
swallow nesting sites as well.

Resource Review

Many years ago, while I was 
taking a beginning course in 
Omithology at Michigan State 
University, one of the first 
“new” species of birds I 
leamed of was the Slate Col- 
ored Junco (Junco hyemalis 
hyemalis). I thought it was 
really neat to see such a rare 
and delightful critter. I found 
out later that Juncos may be 
delightful, but they certainly 
are not rare by any means, | 
just had never observed them 
as anything other than some 
kind of sparrow. Variously 
known as black snowbirds or 
common snowbirds, Juncos 
are 6 to 6 1/2 inches long with 
a white belly and outer tail 
feathers contrasting with a 
dark slate-gray head and back. 
The sexes are distinguished 
by a lighter gray color found 
on females, 

Juncos migrate little and are

often found locally through- 
out the winter, hence the 
moniker “snowbird” (not to 
be confused with the mostly 
white Snow Bunting which 
migrates into Michigan every 
winter ftom its summer range 
in the Arctic). 

Juncos breed ia coniferous 
country from the northern 


Michigan latitude of the tree - 


line in Canada, laying 4 or 5 
lightcoloredeggsin its ground 
nest. 

Their food is composed 
mostly of seeds (Junco comes 
from the Latin Juncus, mean- 
ing a seed) and harmful in- 
sects which are usually found 
while feeding on the ground. 

If you have little dark spots 
with white undersides hopping 
around under your bird feeder, 
they are Slate-ColoredJuncos 
taking advantage of your 
generosity.

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Be A Shrewd Consumer When Buying or Remodeling

Buying or remodcling a 
home costs a lot. You should 
be especially careful before 
you sign a contract or pay any 
money. If you buy a $30 
toaster and it doesn't work, 
your life will not be disrupted. 
But problems with a $100,000 
house or a $10,000 remodel- 
ing job can be emotionally 
and financially draining so you 
should take adequate precau- 
tions to protect yourself. 


One of the most important 
precauuonsis: Geteverything 
in writing. A new home or 
remodeling job is a business 
transaction. No matter how 
friendly and trustworthy the 


people with whom you are 
dcaling may seem, insist on 
having everything in writing. 
Committing everything to 
writing will prevent misun- 
derstandings among alf the 
partics involved. 


For instance, suppose you 
want a particular color of car- 
peting installed in your bed- 
room. If you orally tell the 
sales person or construction 
superintendent about your 
choice, there are many oppor- 
tunitics for the message to be 
garbled or forgotten before it 
is transmitted to the person 
who will actually install the 
carpet. If the wrong carpeting 
is installed, there will be no 
record that you made the re- 
quest. 


Another important rule is: 
The lowest bid is not always 
the one you should take. With 
anew home or a remadcting 
job, a lower bid could mean 
that lesser quality workman- 
ship and/or materials will be 
employed. 


A good way to protect your- 
sclf is to shop around and get 
an adequate number of bids 
before you make your final 
decision. [f you solicit four 


bids, with three of them about 


the same but the fourth sub- 
stantially lower, you should 
immediately become suspi- 
cious about why the fourth is 
so low, 

When selecting a contrac- 
tor, try to get recommenda- 
tions from people who have 


already done business with the 
person. You should talk to 
people who have gone through 
the same type of transaction 
(hat you are considering. 
Contact you local home build- 
ers association to find out if 
the contractor is a member. 
Membership in a home build- 
ers association generally 
means that the contractor is an 
established member of the 
community and is not the type 
who is going to skip town 
before your job is finished. 
You should also contact 
your city, county or state 
consumer affairs office. They 
might be able to advise you 
about general ways to protect 
yourself when selecting a 
contractor and tell you if there 
have been any complaints 


about specific contractors. 
Keep in mind that if there are 
no complaints on file against 
a particular contractor, there 
is still a potent’ 1 for prob- 
lems, Aconsumer protections 
agency will have complaints 
on file only is people with 
problems have filed com- 
plaints. Not everyone with a 
problem takes the time to 
contact these agencies. 

The most important advice 
to keep in mind is: Do your 
homework and ask a lot of 
questions. You should ask 
questions before you make any 
commitments rather that after 
problems have developed. 
The extra effort will pay ma- 
jor dividends, which will add 
to the enjoyment of your new 
home or remodeling job.

When the unloading begins, 
check off each item on the 
inventory as it comes off the 
van or into your house.

Among the surface preparation “do's”: 
scrape or sand off loose or flaking paint: 
wash away any dict or mildew; fill in 
holes of cracks in wood, of in masonry 
surfaces such as concrete or stucco. Cer- 
tain jabs require a primer as well. Con- 
sult your paint retailer and ask him to 
recommend one that is appropriate. 

© Paint when weather conditions are 
conducive to good results. Weal exterior 
painting conditions exist when the tem- 
perature is between 70 and 85 degrees 
and the humidity is about 50 percent. 
The temperature muest be at least 50 de- 
grees lo achieve good adhesion and film 
integrity with latex paints, however. And 
you shouldn't paint when the tempera- 


How to paint your home’s 
trouble spots with ease 


€ Because of their constant exposure to 
the elements or to other forms of wea. 
and tear. some areas cf your home are re- 
garded by paint professionals as “trouble 
spots.” These include windows and win- 
dow sills, eaves or “soffits,” gutters, 
downspouts and trim, 

But, armed with a little knowledge and 
at top quality acrylic latex exterior paint, 
even inexperienced du-it-yourselfers can 
handle these problem areas with ease, 
according to The Rohm and Haas Paint 
Quality Institute, 

Here are a few tips from the Institute's 
experts, 


Windows 


Windows require more protection than 
any other area on the exterior of your 
home. Window sills, in particular, are 
subject to trernendous punishment. Wa- 
ler tends te lay on sills —where freezing, 
thawing and sunlight can quickly cause 
some paints to crack, blister and peel. 

Before painting your windows or win- 
dow sills, check the condition of the 
caulk and glazing compound and be sure 
to replace any that is cracked or broken. 
Sound puity should be cleaned and 
lightly sanded before painting. 

If you don’t have a steady hand, a roll 
of masking tape can be very useful when 
painting windows. Apply it around the 
glass prior to painting, and remove it be- 
fore the paint dries. 

Paint windows in this order: first, the 
check rails inside the upper and lower 
sashes; then, the crossbars and frames: 
and finally, the casing and sills. 

Use a single-edge razor to remove any 
paint remaining on the glass. 


Doors 


According to experts at The Paint 
Quality Institute. the best way to paint 
doors is from the top down, starting with 
the top panel and molded edges. Next, 
paint the inside panel, using smooth, 
horizontal strokes. 

Once all of the panels and molded 
edges are covered, paint the framing and

door edges, Use masking tape on the 
door knob, orn: mental knockers or shiny 
metal surfaces to keep them paint-free. 


Metal downspouts and gutters 


For new galvanized downspouts and 
gutters, wash all metal surfaces with soap 
and water, then rinse thoroughty. Apply 
one of two coats of a top quality acrylic 
latex exterior paint. A primer is not nor- 
mally needed. 

To paint old galvanized metal, use a 
wire brush to gently remove any rust, 
loose paint or dirt that you find. If neces- 
sary, use sandpaper. Then paint. (No 
special primer is needed on old galva- 
nized metal untess you tind rust.) 


Outside wooden floors and steps 


Before painting, remove loose or old 
paint by scraping, or using a wire brush 
or sandpaper. Any rotted or broken 
boards should be replaced. 

Next, seal any visible cracks or open 
joints with wood filler. then prep all sur- 
faces with a good quality primer. Apply a 
quality acrylic floor and deck paint, us- 
ing long, smooth strokes in the same di- 
rection as the grain. 


Overhangs and soffits 


Because these areas receive little or no 
sunlight, they tend to be damp, thereby 
inviting mildew formation. 

Before attempting to paint, wash down 
the overhangs and soffits with a common 
dishwashing or other detergent solution. 

Next, wipe with a dilute bleach sotu- 
ion (o remove any last traces of mildew, 
rinse and allow to dry. Bare wood areas 
should be sanded lightly and coated with 
a latex primer before painting. 

Because of the extra wear these trou- 
ble spots endure, it makes sense to use a 
top-of-the-line acrylic latex exterior paint 
on all of them. The superior adhesion of 
a top quality acrylic Jatex paint will en- 
sure long-term protection.

¢ Wet your brushes and rollers before 
painting. If your synthetic fiber tools 
aren't wet when used, they'll absorb wa- 
ter from the paint itself, which can im- 
pair the paint’s application properties. 
For best results, after wetting the brushes 
and rollers, shake them out to expel ex 
cess water before beginning to paint. 

* Use a special primer when painting 
over so-called “staining woods” like cedar 
or redwood. Speciat primers are available 
that seal in the water-soluble stains that 
give these woods their color. Without a 
special primer, the wood's staining pro- 
perties can be carried through even sev- 
eral layers of paint--and a white paint 
job may turn out yellow or red! 

¢ Be sure to read the label on the can. 
The fabel will often describe important 
information on climatic conditions for 
painting and the proper “spread rate" -—- 
or, how many ree feet of surface the 
can of paint will cover. If you have a 
question, the first place to look is right 
on the can. 

Follow these simple steps and you'll 
be well on your way to achieving a pro- 
fessional look with your home exterior 
painting projects and the personal satis- 
faction that comes with them!

There are pros and cons to 
painting your home yourself 


Life is full of decisions, especially for 
homeowners. One of the big decisions is 
determining whether your home exterior 
needs repainting. If it does, the next 
question is usually, “Should I hire a pro- 
fessional or do it myself?” 

While the answer to that question will 
differ from homeowner to homeowner, 
there are certain considerations everyone 
should take into account, according to 
experts from The Rohm and Haas Paint 
Quality Institute. 

To the uninformed, painting may not 
look very strenuous, But that’s an opin- 
ion that’s often revised after a day of 
climbing up and down ladders. 

Are you in good health? Do you enjoy 
physical work? Are you afraid of heights? 
Working two or three stories off the 
ground can be physically demanding 
and, for many of us, a litle scary as well. 

Do you have the proper tools and 
equipment to handle the job? Without 
scaffolding, painting even a moderate 
size home can be a monumental task. 
Those who've been through the experi- 
ence will tell you that attempting to paint 
from a single ladder is a mistake you 
won't make twice. 

And if you don’t have the right equip- 
ment (or the required skill) to do a pro- 
fessional job, will you be happy with the 
results? 

For many peopte, the biggest consid- 
eration is the tinie the job will take. Do 
you really want to spend your vacation, 
weekends or free time painting the 


house? Only you can decide. 

On the other side of the ledger, there 
are some sound reasons to undertake the 
Project yourself. 

First and foremost is the money you 
can save. House painting is very labor- 
intensive. In fact, labor costs often total 
from 80 to 85 percent of the cost of re- 
painting. That's money you can pocket if 
you do the work yourself. 

Then there are the psychological re- 
wards that can come from successful do- 
it-yourself projects. For many of us, 
repainting can be satisfying and a pleas- 
ant change of pace from our regular jobs. 
And there's always the feeling that we'll 
take just a little more care than would a 
Stranger, since it’s our own home we're 
working on. 


Perhaps the best approach, according 
to The Paint Quality Institute, is to call in 
several professional painting contractors, 
check references and get estimates.

Paint when weather is right 


(PReyardless of where you live, there's a 
good time and a bad time to undertake 
home exterior painting jobs. 

The quick rule of thumb is to avoid 
temperature extremes, but for best re- 
sults, consider all climatic conditions, 
advise paint experts at The Rohm and 
Haas Paint Quality Institute. 

A perfect day for outdoor painting 
would offer temperatures in the 70 to 85 
degree range. little or no wind und over- 
cast skies. In much of the country, those 
conditions occur most Frequently in 
spring and autumn. 

However, it’s not always possible to 
wait for a picture-perfect day lo puint, so 
it's important to understand the reluuion- 
ship between weather conditions und 
puinting results. 

As most paint can tabels tell you, its 
unwise to paint when the temperature is 
below 50 degrees Fuhrenheit, or when it 
is predicted to fall below that mark in the 
next duy of two. But just because the air 
temperature iy above 50 degrees doesn't 
mean the surface to be painted is warm 
enough. 

If the nighttime temperature was be- 
low freezing, the surface of your home 
may be too cold to paint even if the air 
temperature gels above 50 degrees. 
That's especially true on the north side of 
the home, which gets the least sunshine. 

Why is the cold a problem? It prevents 
the paint from forming a good film, 
which makes the paint more vulnerable 
to atluck from the elements. 

Very hot weather (100 degrees or 
more) can create similar problems by 
causing the wuter in puint to evaporate 
too quickly, preventing adequate forma- 
tion of the protective paint filin.

Remember, toa, that if the sun is beat- 
ing down on your house, the surface tem- 
perature can be 10 or 20 degrees hotter 
than the air temperature. As a result, it's 
best to avoid painting in the glaring sun. 

IF you must paint in the hot sun, spray 
the surface with water to cool it down to 
a suitable temperature. The damp sur- 
face can be coated with acrylic hitex 
paint, but not with oil-based coatings. 

Very windy days also will cause paint 
to dry too fast, so paint on calmer days if 
you can. 

And although you shouldn't paint 
while it is raining. you can paint just after 
it rains —often within a half-hour alter 
the cain stops ifthe surface is not visibly 
wel —as long as you are using a latex 
paint product. fn most cases, you can't 
paint soon afler rain with an oil or other 
soivent-based paint. 


What if the rain comes after you've 
painted? As long as you've used a latex 
product, the rain shouldn’) atfect the 
paint job, assuming the paint is applied at 
least a couple of hours before it rains. 
Keep in mind that very high humidity 
will retard the drying of any paint. 

Aside from following these weather 
rules on home exterior painting projects. 
The Paint Quality Institute recommends 
that you choose a top quality acrytic latex 
puint—flat, satin, semigloss or gloss — 
because of its more forgiving perform- 
ance characteristics. 

And if you have unanswered questions 
ubout the best time to paint in your area, 
ask for advice at your neighborhood 
paint or hardware store, or decorating 
center.

Homeowners concerned about the re- 
ability of their electricity supply are 
spurring interest in residential stand- 
by generators powered by natural gas. 
according to the American Gas Asso- 
clalion, 


These small generators are used 
when the home's supply of electricity 


is interrupted by extreme weather. 


conditions or accidents, or is weak- 
ened by utility reductions in power 
sendout (“brownouts” or “rollirg 
blackouts”). The generating equip- 
menlis particularly valuable for resi- 
dences for homes where reduced or 
interrupted power would create prob- 
lems with tome comfort, security sys- 
lems. refrigeration, cooking equip- 
ment, home camptters or other 
electronic systems, for homes where 
tinished living areas are protected 
from flooding by a sump pump. or for 
residences with home-care patients 
on life-support systems, 


The residential generator is located 
outside the hame, with electric lines 
that bypass the regular electric meter. 
Under limited power outage situa- 
tions, average annual natural gas use 
would be less than 35 therms for a fuel 
cost of under $20, 

Residential generators are available 
in a range of sizes from S kilowatts to 
3) kilowatts. Many have sophisticated 
control centers that will automatically 
monitor incoming voltage and will turn 
on the generator engine if the voltage 
drops below a pre-set valuc. When full 
power is restored, the generator auto- 
matically transfers responsibility back 
lo the regular electric system, 

Costs for equipment range from 
$4,500 to about $18,000 for a large in- 
stallation. And, unlike standby gener- 
ators that run on figuid fuels, charges 
for fuel are incurred only when the 
generator is used--no fuel storage 
system is required with a natural gas 
generator,

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Energy-Saving Ideas 
Energy bills can account for as much as one-third of a typical household 
budget. So taking a few simple steps lo conserve Cnergy Cin pay big divi- 
dends. Here are some energy-saving ideas from the American Cras Asso- 
ciation. 

|. ‘To reduce heating bills, seal air leaks around coors, windows and 
uther openings. such as pipes or ducts, with caulking or weather stripping 
or by stuffing insulation in open areas that are letting in outside air, 

2, Set the thermostat between 65 and 70 degrees in the winter, at least 
§ degrees lower when sleeping, and at S58 degrees when away from home 
for more than a few hours. (Warmer temperatures are recommended for 
homes with ill or elderly people and/or infants. } ; 

During the summer, set the thermostat al 78 degrecs and 5 degrees 
higher when away from home. Consider installing a “clock” thermostat 
that can be set to automatically control these temperature changes, 
according to your daily schedule. ; 

A: Cheek your water heater’s nameplate for the ASHRAE (American 
Society of Heating, Refrigerating and Air Conditioning Engineers) rat- 
ing. [f the rating is lower than 90, you should consider adding an insula- 
tion “blanket” to help the tank retain heat longer and reduce operating 
time. Be sure to install the blanket according to franufacturers instruc- 
tions. When replacing a water heater, choose a high efficiency madel. 

4. Set your water heater temperature at 140 degrees and install water 
flow restrictors in showerheads and faucets. They can cut hot water use 
without affecting comfort. 

5. Change the filters in heating and cooling units at least twice a year. 
Close vents and doors in unused rooms. If pipes or ducts run through 
unheated areas, insulate them. sce 

6. Use drapes, shutters, awnings, shade trees. glass with reflective film 
and/or solar screens to keep sunlight out in the summer and let it in dur- 
ing the winter. 

7. Check to see if your attic and basement (or crawl space) have the 
recommended level of insulation for the area where you live. Remember 
to insulate and weatherstrip the attic and basement doors. 

8. H you have a woodburning fireplace. consider installing a natural 
pas fireplace insert, which can save up to 57 percent in energy costs, com- 
pared with firewood. In addition, a gas-fireplace insert reduces heat loss 
caused by the draft in a conventional fireplace. 

9. Consider storm or thermal windows and doors or doubie-paned 
glass. A less expensive alternative is plastic sheeting. which can he fas- 
tened over doors and windows to retain heat or air conditioning, 

10. Be sure that dishwashers. washing machines and clothes dryers are 
fully loaded before running. Set dishwashers to stop before the drying 
cycle. When buying new appliances. compare energy efficiency ratings 
and annual operating costs. A slightly higher inittal cost for a high effi- 
ciency appliance could pay itself back in a very short time through ener- 
gy savings. 

Many local natural gas utilities offer home energy audit programs and 
additional information on energy savings for consumers.

Now that air con- 
ditioning is available for every: home, 
More consumers are choosing central air 
conditioning, 

If you are installing a central air condi- 
tioning system for the first time or up- 
grading an existing system, you can 
benefit from some advice from the Air- 
Conditioning and Refrigeration Institute 
(ART), the associauion representing man- 
ufacturers of central air conditioning and 
heat pump systems, Here are some com- 
Mon questions and answers: 

How does an air conditioner work ? By 
transfering heat from the inside of a 
building, where it is not wanted, to the 
outside. Refrigerant in the system ab- 
sorbs the excess heat and is pumped 
through a closed system of piping te an 
outside coil. A fan blaws outside air over 
the hot coil, transferring heat from the 
refrigerant to the outdoor air. Because 
the heat is removed from the indoor air, 
the indoor area is cooled. 

Whar should I do in advance to make 
sure that my air conditioning system will 
work efficiently this summer? 

Have the system checked each year —- 
before the peak cooling season -—-by a 
qualified contractor or service techni- 
cian. Then, remember to keep the air 
filter clean and the outdoor unit free of

leaves and debris. 

If my air conditioner stops working, 
what is the most likely problem ? 

The solution could be as simple as re- 
placing a fuse. resetting a circuit breaker, 
or checking to see if the thermostat is set 
properly. If the cooling system doesn't 
run cool enough. the refrigerant may be 
low. Most likely, if the problem involves 
any major part, such as the compressor, 
you will hear strange noises similar to 
those of any mechanical equipment not 
running correctly, or the unit might not 
Tun at all. 

Which is better - letting a central cool- 
ing system wear out before replacing it, or 
replacing it at some point before it wears 
ant? 

Because newer equipment usually is 
much more energy efficient than older 
systems, you might actually save money 
by replacing your old system before it 
completely wears out. Contact local con- 
tractors and ask for their estimates, In 
some cases, the money you save in 
reduced utility costs might pay back your 
purchase price of a new system years 
earlier than you might think,

Select sleeker skylights for 
additional daylight savings 


Setting your clock ahead isn't the only 
way to achieve daylight savings. 

The skylights you sclect for your 
building or remodcling project affect how 
much sunlight you receive. Some sky 
lights admit more sunlight than others of 
similar size, although until recently this 
point hasn't been emphasized in sales lit- 
erature. 

The more glass area, the more sun- 
light. But some widely sold skylights 
have bulky wood frames that obscure 
much of the light by taking up space that 
could be used for glass. 

“You might tind yourself saying, 
‘Honey. they shrunk the skylight,” when 
you see how much sunlight is eclipsed by 
an oversize wood frame.” says Bart 
Mosser, general manager of Wasco Prod- 
ucts residential skylight division, 

An examination of skylights from sev 
eral major manufacturers, conducted by 
Wasco engineers, revealed that one heav- 
ily promoted toot window style skylight 
had @ thick wood sash that covered 50 
per cent of the rool’s rough opening. 

Another way of looking al it is that 
you'd have to buy 4 bigger, costlier sky. 
light and cut a bigger hole in the root to 


compensate for the light blocked by the 
framework. Mosser says. 

Wasco addresses this problem in its 
lines of residential “Skywindow” sky- 
hights, Its innovative “E-Class” Skywin- 
dows, chosen for use on television's 
“This Old House” program. are among 
those with streamlined frames. 

“The idea is to see more light and tess 
skvhght.” Mosser says. 

Another problem with oversize frames 
is external appearance, Slim-{ramed sky- 
lights present a smooth, unobtrusive pro- 
file. Bulky wood frames clad with layers 
of thin sheet metal. studded with fasten- 
ers, can detract trom a house's appear- 
ance. 

The way skylights are mounted on the 
roof also affects the transmission of day- 
light. Skylights suspended inside the roof 
opening on brackets generally block 
more hghe than skylights placed over the 
opening with their base curbs resting di 
rectly on the roof deck,

Yet. children are expected to use 
an adult-sized bathroom with a too-high 
sink. a loo-high mirror and even a too- 
hivh toilet. 

These days, bathroom designers are 
paving more attention to the special 
needs of children, and are destgning 
bathroonts that are just right for them, 

When a bathroom is planned for 
young children. safety and accessibility 
are the major concerns, according to El- 
len Cheever, CKD. ASID. author of 7he 
Basics of Bathroom Desian...and Beyond. 

"Children have a fascination with any- 
thing new — medicine, faucets. electrical 
outlets,” Cheever said. “They also face 
accessibility limitations because of their 
shorter height and less firm grasp.” 

With proper design and planning. 
these problems are overcome easily. 

In the child's bathroom. safety should 
be addressed first. The smatl child's nat- 
ural inclination to put things in his or her 
mouth, and the tendency to mistake pills 
and tablets for candy, make the storage 
of medicines and cleaning materials in 
the bathroom potentially hazardous. 

Creating out-of-reach storage areas for 
these items reduces the chances of acci- 
dental poisoning. 

Locks can be fun to play with —- until 
the child is trapped in the bathroom. 
This situation can be addressed by in- 
stalling locks that can be opened from 
the outside, and by avoiding the use of 
latches and books. 

Adjusting water to the proper temper- 
ature is a difficult task for youngsters. 
Whenever possible, single handle water 
controls, which are easier for children to 
use, should be installed. 

Specially designed shower valves 
which balance water pressure are availa- 
ble. as are valves which will turn on only 
cold water first, 

For extra safety, the valve can have a 
thermostat control device which limits 
water temperature to a predetermined 
setting, according to Cheever. These 
tems wilt help control sudden surges of 
hot or cold water. 

Alter safety kas been considered, at- 
tention should be directed to installing 
fixtures and other features that will ad- 
just easily as the child grows. 

Cheever recommends the use of 
standard sized fixtures, 

“Children will outgrow their special 


needs.” she satd. 

While they are still small, a pull-out or 
flip-down step can be installed under the 
wash basin. With this helpmate, the child 
will be able to reach faucets. soap, etc.. 
without an adult's help. For safety, make 
sure the step has a non-skid surface. 

Even with the step, a small child still 
will be too short to use a standard vanity 
mirror. Use mirror squares, secured with 
tape. on the wall. These can be moved up 
the wall until the vanity mirrof becomes 
visible to the child. 

Towel bars can be installed low and 
moved up the wall later as well. 

Shower fixtures also can be adapted 
for a child's use. Cheever suggests in- 
stalling hand-held or pole-mounted 
shower heads which can be raised as 
children grow, e 

Another idea is to install two shower 
heads. one tow and one at normal height. 
The higher one can be plugged until the 
child grows tall cnough to use it. 

Light switches on walls. installed 30- 
36 inches above the floor, are at a height 
accessible to both adults and children. 

Other points to consider when plan- 
ning a child’s bath are: 

* If possible, the child's bathroom 
should be near the bedroom. 

* Be sure to install a night-lipht so late- 
night users will not stumble as they enter 
the room. 

¢ Use casy-care, durable and repair- 
able surfaces (such as ceramic tile), to 
withstand spilling. splashing, scratching, 
bumping and those infamous finger- 
prints. 

¢ Place children's grooming aids in a 
drawer or cabinet they can easily reach. 

* Avoid pin-up lamps or any lighting 
fixtures that can be pulled down or 
picked up. 

* Use a lever door handle instead of a 
round knob on the bathroom door. The 
lever is casier for tiny hands to use. 

“As children grow, as they explore, as 
they learn about life and themselves, the 
bathroom plays an important part in their 
development,” satd Cheever. 

“A room that protects them from acci- 
dents, encourages the development of 
good, life-long grooming and hygiene 
habits, and is warm and inviting is the 
goal of the professional bathroom spe- 
ctalist.”

Too many cooks? Tips and techniques 
for planning today’s two-cook kitchen 


Are too many cooks sul spoiling the 
brath? Not likely. 

A recent survey of National Kitchen 
and Bath Association (NKBA) member 
firms revealed that 79 percent of kitchens 
being designed and installed today wall be 
weed by more than one cook atie lime. 

“More time is spent in the kitchen 
than any other room in the home.” satd 
Francis Jones, CKD, NKBA executive 
director, “This a gathering place, an ac: 
livity center. 

“One activity many families are shar 
Ing More and more frequeauy iw meal 
preparabon.” he added. 

According to the NKBA, kitchens that 
will be used by More than one cook ata 
time must be planned carefully in order 
for the room to be efficient. 

The single cook kitchen, when prop- 
erly planned, should contain an uninter- 
rupted work triangle - formed around 
the three major kitchen elements: Range, 
refrigerator and sink, Accordingly, a 
Iwo-cook kit¢hen should contain twa 
work triangles, 

A second triangle can be created in 
many ways including: 

© Tnstalling a second, smaller sink; 

¢ Separating the cooktop and grill; 

* Separating the cooktop and oven, 

* Installing {wo microwave ovens; 

* Installing two refrigerators. 

“When planning a two-cook kitchen, it 
is important to determine first how the 
second cook will use the kitchen and 
what his or her work pattern will be.” 
said David Newton. CKD, NKBA direc- 
tor of training, 

“[fithe second caok will be baking, the 
second work triangle should include a 
small sink, the refrigerator and the oven. 
If he or she will be preparing vegetables 
or grifled foods, the additional triangle 
should be formed around the refrigera- 
tor, small sink and second cooktop,” 
Newton said, 

A second triangle is created most eas- 
ily in a U-shaped kitchen or in an L- 
shaped kitchen with an island counter. In 
the L-shaped kitchen. a second cooking 
surface and sink can be installed in the 
island and the two cooks can share a re- 
frigerator (sec diagram). 

“While the two triangles can meet (at 
the refrigerator, for example), it is impor- 
tant to be sure they don’t overlap,” New- 
ton said. “If the (wo spaces cross, the 
kitchen becomes a less efficient work 
space.” 

According to University of Minnesota 
Professors Wanda Olson and Becky 
Yust, sf two work stations are not feasi- 
ble, an extended preparation center, at 
least 60 inches wide. should be planned 


AN L-SHAPED KITCHEN with an isfand counter can be modified to contain two 
work triangles which do not cross. This arrangemunt allows two cooks to work to- 
gether efficiently in one kitchen, 


to accommodate the two workers simul- 
tancously. 

This dimension includes a minimum of 
36-inch preparation center plus an addi- 
tional 24-inch working width for one per- 
son, they said. 

“TF the two preparation centers are on 
opposite counters (in a galley kitchen for 
example), there should be at least 54-60 
inches between the facing work centers 
to allow enough room for someone to 
pass between the two cooks,” said Rus- 
sell W. Platek, NKBA director of educa- 
tion. 

In addition to affecting work areas, the 
second cook's primary function will de- 
termine the counter materials that should 
be used, either in the entire kitchen or in 
the second work area, 

“For example. iffhe or she will be bak- 
ing, a man-made sotid surface, marble or 
granite counter top would be preferable 
for ease in preparing doughs. 

“If the second cook will be cutting 
meats or vegetables, a butcher block area 
may be included,” said Newton. 

Storage space also must be modified in 
a (wo-cook kitchen. Ideally, things 
should be stored at point of first use. ac- 
cording to the NKBA, 

Appropriate cooking utensils should be 
near the stove, oven or grill, and mixing 
bowls and measuring spoons in the prep- 
aration center.

The two-cook kitchen probably will 
require double storage areas to reduce 
{rips and conflicts between the two work- 
ers. Both will need access to spices, 
utensils, bowls, pans, ete.. in their work 
space. 

Other things to consider in planning 
the (wo-cook kitchen are: 

* Height of the second cook, with re- 
gard to height of the second work space; 

* Location and placement of small ap- 
pliances: 

* Type of cooking that will be done, 
with regard to the additional cooking sur- 
face needed. 

According to Martha Riche, senior ed- 
itor of American Demographics, both men 
and women will be the homemakers of 
the 1990s and children are taking more 
responsibilty now for feeding themsel- 
ves. 

“The family kitchen should respect 
the needs of a collection of individual 
cooks, each with individual work pat- 
terns,” she said.

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Spring rains bring wet basements for many homeowners 


Each spring, thousands of homeown- 
ers are faced with an unpleasant side ef- 
tect of seasonal rainfall: Wet basements. 
After the past year's above-average pre- 
cipitation ia many areas, this spring 
could well be worse than most. Chronic 
basement leakage is a serious problem 
that can destroy personal property, fur- 
nishings and appliances, and sometimes 
even Cause permanent structural damage 
to a home's foundation. Excessive mois- 
ture also can create a breeding ground for 
insects, mold and mildew. 

Despite the pervasiveness of the prob- 
lem, few home owners are aware of the 
causes of water leakage. According to 
Bill Anderson of B-Dry System, Inc., 
“The first step in selecting effective 
(treatment options is to discover the 
source(s) of basement leakage, which 
vary from one basement to the next.” 


Common causes 


¢ One common cause of basement 
leakage is improper surface drainage, 
such as when a house is built against a 
hilt. In many cases, this can be alleviated 
wmply by re-grading the yard to slope 
slightly away from the home's founda- 
tion, or diverting the waterflow to bypass 
the home. 

* Other common culprits include 
poorly positioned downspouts and miss- 
ing, leaky or plugged gutters. Down- 
spouts should direct water runoff from 
the roof to a discharge point several feet 
away from the house. A downspout that 
is improperly positioned to drain against 
the side of the house allows water to 
build up along the foundation wall, until 
the backed-up “reservoir” finds a weak 
spot to enter the basement. 

Gutters should be cleared of leaves 
and debris at least once a year, Basement 
leakage from either of these usually is re- 
stricted to one spot, and “i when 
the external problem is fixed. 

¢ There are a number of less avoid- 
able, temporary sources of basement 
leakage including plumbing leaks, storm- 
sewer backups, outdoor flooding above 
pune level, and condensation caused 

y simple “sweating” of walls in humid 
weather. Normal condensation usually 
can be corrected with the use of a good 
dehumidifier.

¢ As the water table rises to ar above 
the level of the basement floor, water be- 
comes trapped underneath and leaks into 
the basement through cracks in the floor,

“cove” is seldom watertight, since the 
wails and floor are poured or placed at 
different times during the construction of 
the house (walls are first, floors gencr- 


ally last). 

¢ Water also can seep laterally Ue 
the foundation walls, either because of a 
rising water table, or because the ground 
itself is saturated after heavy rains. 
Foundations in different parts of the 
country are constructed from a variety of 
materials, including poured concrete, 
concrete block, brick and stone. Poured 
concrete walls, especiatly those in newer 
homes, are the most resistant to leakage; 
however, they sometimes develop cracks 
or air pockets that allow water to get 
through, in addition to joint leakage. 


* Concrete blocks and bricks are them- 
selves quite porous, so that water may 
seep directly through foundation walls 
when the ground is saturated or the wa- 
ter table cises. Water also can soak 
through the porous mortar joints between 
bricks, stones or concrete blocks. [n ad- 
dition, the hollow cores of concrete 
blocks may eventually hold water; thus 
when the water level within the blocks is 
higher than the basement floor, water 
seepage occurs. 

Basement leakage that is caused by a 
high water table or saturated ground can 
be corrected, according to B-Dry Sys- 
tem, Inc. “These situations require pro- 
fessional attention, since this source of 
water leakage cannot be eliminated and, 
if left untreated, will eventually damage 
the home’s foundation and market value.

¢ Several pieces of easy-to-use power 
equipment can simplify your job. They 
include: A drum sander, a disc edge 
sander, and an industrial vacuum cleaner. 
You will also need a hand scraper, disc 
and sheet sandpaper (coarse, medium 
ahd fine grades), hand power sander (or 
pole sander) and tack rags, The ma- 
chines can be rented from toot rental 
stores and some hardware chains for as 
little as $65 a day. 

¢ Wear clean, soft-soled shoes. Re- 
move all floor and wall furnishings from 
the room. Fasten loose boards and coun- 
tersink nail heads where needed. 

¢ Remove base shoe moldings. Be 
careful not to break moldings and iden- 
tify where they have been removed for 
easy replacement. Open windows, close 
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doors to adjoining rooms, and block off 
heat registers and cold air returns. 

¢ Check floor thickness by nieasuring 
the floor edge where the base molding 
has been removed. Most flooring is 
three-quarters of an inch thick. Thinner 
floors — one-half to three-quarters of an 
inch thick --should be sanded with cav- 
tion as repeated sandings on thinner 
flooring could wear through the wood.

* The second sanding eliminates the 
roughness left by the coarse sandpaper. 
Use medium sandpaper in the machines 
for this step, and follow the same pattern 
as the first sanding. 

* The third and final sanding is critical 
to ensure a smooth floor.

Use fine grit paper and repeat the pat- 
tern. 

*Remove dust from the floor, win- 
dows, and walls with an industrial vac- 
uum cleaner, Wipe all surfaces with a 
tack rag. Plug any hotes with a natural 
wood filler. 

¢ If staining is desired, apply a high- 
quality product such as Fabulon Protes- 
sional oil wood stain, available in nine 
colors.

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Rough winter weather can leave your 
driveway and sidewalks cracked and 
crumbled. Repairing concrete each 
spring #8 pot complicated or difficult if 
you follow a few basic guidelines. Before 
you tackle a repair job, though, it is im- 
portam to understand exactly what con- 
crete is. what itis made from and how tt 
is used, in order to properly complete a 
repair job. 

According ta Red Devil®, Inc., the 
Union, New Jersey-based manufacturer 
of chemical products and tools for con- 
crete copair, there are five basic steps to 
concrete répair: 1) clean out the area to 
be repaired; 2) assess the extent of the 
damage; 3) select the best method and 
product; 4) patch the area; and 5) dry and 
cure the area. 

There are two safety tips to keep in 
mind before you begin, Whenever you 
work with concrete, abvays wear safety 
goggles to prevent it from splashing ia 
your eyes. If you use a cleaning solvent, 
wear protective gloves. 


To begin, thoroughly clean the area 
that you are repairing. You will get a bet- 
ter adhesive bond if the area is extremely 
clean. Most of the time, simply brush out 
the retaining particles. However, some 
projects may require using a cleaner, 


After you have cleaned the area to be 
repaired, you lived to assess the level of 
damage and determine the best way to 
repair tt. If the damage is not extensive, 
use any of the pre-mixed patching com- 
pounds ---latex, vinyl or epoxy - follaw- 
ing the instructions that come with the 
product.

For larger, more extensive repairs. you 
will need to use a dry-mix (gravel mix) 
concrete.

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Landscaping Adds Up To Savings

The right landscaping can 
do more than just make your 
lawn look lovely --- it can 
save you money on your heat- 
ing and cooling bills and in- 
crease your property value. 

The sun is one of the most 
important environmental fac- 
tors that affects your home’s 
heating and cooling require- 
ments. By planting trees to 
block the summer sunand take 
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advantage of winter sun, you 
can actually save from 10 to 
40 percent on your utility bills. 

Deciduous (leaf bearing) 
trees and vines provide shade 
in the summer and allow 
winter sutt to warm the home 
after their leaves have droppe/s 
in the fall. Most landscape 


architects recommend shad- 
ing the east and west of your 


house to block summer sun. 
When planting deciduous 

trees, keepin mind that it may 

take from three to five years 
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or more before they are tall 
enough to be of any utility 
savings benefit. It ts also 
important to estimate the size 
of the mature trees branches 
and foots. Large, heavy 
branches may damage your 
roof or interfere with the gut- 
ters and drainage system, The 
root system may damage side- 
walks, dtiveways or your 
foundation if planted too close 
to the house. 

Qround covets such as 
grass, plants, creeping vines 
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ot mulch also offer cooling 
effects. Paved areas reflect 
the sun’s heat. Maximizing 
your planted areas will help to 
minitnize your utility costs. 
Allowing winter sun into 
your home is one way to help 
heat yout home. You can cut 
heating costs ftom 10 to 30 
percent by planting a wind- 
break. Windbreaks are usu- 
ally evergreens that deflect 
winds upward over your roof. 
The strongest winter winds 
generally come from the south. 
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Ifyoudon’thave enough room 
for a row of trees, a fence 
covered with evergreen vines 
will also work. Be sure to 
plant yout windbreak far 
enough away from the house 
$0 that it doesn’t block out the 
winter sun out. 

When planting on the east 
or west, a good distarice is 
about 50 feet from the house. 
Choose plants that are visu- 
ally dense, have stiff branches, 
don’t self-prune and are fast 
growing. Plant them close 
together for effectiveness. 

Now that you've invested 
in yout landscaping, how has 
that affected your property 
value? Research conducted 
by the United State Forest 


Service showed that trees can 
contribute an average of seven 


percent to the value of a half- 
acre lot and as much as 27 
percent of the appraised value 
of a residential property. 

The study showed that one 
to29 trees added value, but 30 
of more could reduce the 
propetty’s value. The value 
decteased because excess trees 
block out needed sunlight and 
they can be liabilities in se- 
vere ice of wind storms. 

A tree's basic value is ex- 
pressed in dollars and is based 
on the diameter of the tree 
measured four and a half feet 
above ground. Exactly how 
much a tree is worth depends 
on the species, size, location, 
and the overall health of the 
tree. Trees less than 13 inches 
in diameter are considered 
replaceable. 

Careful selection of the 
species and location of your 
trees are keys to increasing 
your landscaping value, 
Proper care — watering trees 
and plants during dry periods, 
fertilizing and regular inspec- 
tions to help them resist in- 
sects and disease, and pruning 
will help maintain the value 
of your trees. 

Consult with a local nurs- 
ery or landscape architect to 
find out what type of energy 
landscaping needs will serve 
you best and enhance your 
property’s value.
